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.Aff.^xcxxma race. 
One of tho largest mapping tuirtlef 
ever found ia in Central Park, Nevr 
York. It is nearly four feet in length, 
and with a hill that would tTrist an iron 
bar. It was originally found in a creek 
near Buffalo, and was kept for a long 
time aa a pet by an Indian. One day at 
tbo tavern the conversation turned on 
turtles, and a young fanner in the party 
began to |joaa]b'9t a large mud Jtortia that 
he had, and^hiok lie .waR calling to wa- 
ger -would travel faster than any turtle 
in the State, The Indian, after a long 
harangue, accepted the cBollenge, and 
it was decided that the two turtles 
should bo luntched a 150-foot rae«, 
stakes to be n gnllon of apple jack and 
the turtles. 'ihe next day a crowd 
gatliercd near the river to see the race, 
and the coutoatanta soon appeared, the 
Indian wheeling his favorite in a wheel- 
barrow. A cord was run along the edge 
of tl«i;1 stream, : aud^ jthe turtle whose 
heacf 'feMVi/assed it'w'a;* to be the win- 
ner. >' The turtles were placed aide by 
side 150 feet from the water. At tho 
word they started, encouraged or fright- 
ened by the yells of theh owners. For 
the first iifty feet the little one kept 
ahead, aiid then tlie big suapper, in ro- 
spouso to a blow on its back, spurted 
ahead, scratching gravel iii a way that 
made' mud-turtle stock go down with a 
rush ; but it wim either over or under 
trained, so that as thej^ neared the line 
it was two lougtlis behuid, while the lit- 
tle fellow had scented mud ahead, and 
with its ,,head high in the air was im- 
provingiille'pace in compoiuid propor- 
tion |ui> th^ diataucs d'uiiniahed. A few 
seconds more luul it was within two 
feet of tht) line, the exultant ewnor 
cheering aiid tho crowd yelling, while 
the large snapper was nearly three feet 
behind. Tlia mud turtle was clearly the 
victor, when the Indian, thoroughly dis- 
gusted, seized a burning knot from a 
pile of brusli and hurled it at the snap- 
per, striking it fairly on the tail. Start- 
ing ahead in terror, it thrust ovA its 
long, snake-liko neck jAst over the Une, 
three cinphe'si ahead of the little one, 
vinnmg ' Iholcace, and completely turn- 
ing the tables and the direction of tho 
How of apple- jaok.

It seems ihe organ luis boeinnslruut- 
ed by its iiKt.itors to denv in toto iht;

A bare denial, 
coming from such a soyiee, would in- 
dnco bub a small percentage of the few 
readers of the ,'>!aiuliii\/ to believe 
that there i.s "nothing in it." Our in- 
formation was derived from reliable 
and unexceptionable sources and from 
more than one individual. It is now 
duo to the public that this accusation 
should be enquired into. In the inter- 
ests of humanity and for thi^ sake of 
tho fair fame of this city tlli^ should lie 
ilone. Wo again a-ssert iLu former 
item waa not in^ thq least, exaggerated, 
but on tliie'fcontrary, wasratlfer Till tlie 
opposite direction. Not oiily arc or 
were no blankets to bo found ia tho 
i-ells appropriated to the uao of tliose 
who cannot get a night's lodging els.;- 
where; or wlio arc put in for being 
ilrunkand dist)rderly; but the cells :dao 
are damj) as frequent aurubbings e:in 
make them; and they are veritable 
forcing pits for i-heuniatrc disorth is. 
An individual, now in town, who wan 
unfortunate enough to he incarcerateil 
for one night a short time 
a^o in a cell satunito 1 with 
damp without blankets, has been 
utterly unable through an attack 
of rheumatism to do any work .since. 
Formerly charcoal was used to drive 
the damp out of the cells after bt.-iiig 
scrubbedj but for .some reason or other 
best known to the authorities, this in 
significant item of expenditure has 
been cut oft' (cheese paring extraordin- 
ary!), and now occupants of those cells 
are thrust into thoni in this 
wet winter weather almost as 
soon as tlio :iwab and bucket 
are stowed away. If this, in addition 
to bare boards without a blanket or a 
rag of covering be not enough to bijar 
out former assertions it is diilicult to 
imagine what would constitute sufti- 
cient data. Yesterday two men, whose 
names the authorities are welcome to 
and who are likely to remain in town 
for a while, camo to this ofiico of their 
own free will and accord and volun- 
teered to take oath at any time that 
they had been treated in the Victoria 
gaol just as was stated in Sunday 
morning's ii5.sue of this journal. With 
this usage is it not quite within the 
bounds of probability that death may 
result from disorders brought on by 
such exposure '! And should a contin- 
gency of tluH sort occur if the gaol au- 
thoritiei bo not indictable for man- 
slaughter, they|would certainly richly 
deserve such a course of procedure. In 
dismissing the subject for the present 
we reassert that there are good grounds 
for the charge that has been laid, and as 
the organ denies the accusation, let 
the investigation, called for by ]Mr. 
Theodore* Davie in the Court of Assize 
on Monday on another charge against 
the government and their subordinates 
having control of the gaol, be hehl; and 
the i)ublic, whose right it is to know 
how matters stand in this particular, 
will ascertain how far our allegations 
are borne out by , facts.

Witness concluded from 
shape of hi.s face and hoiid and defec- 
tive condition of tho facial muscles and 
from pronounced deviation of tongue 
to loft that the prisoner was born with 
unequal dcvelopmenl of liniin :iud that 
his insanity was coiiyiMiilal. Witness 
described with great particularity tho 
peculiarities of liciiil formation which 
was lield to be distorted in tho jirison- 
cr's case, lie thought in prisoner '.s 
case inequality in two aides of the 
head was three times greater than in a 
nominal head. In quality it could be 
taken as an indication of moral imbe- 
cility only in proportion to it's degree. 
Witness continued, "If I had only that 
man's (pointing to Ciuitcau) mean face 
to judge by I should say he was a de- 
praved man or an insane man, but in- 
troducing other factors, information of 
inequality of his facial e.xprossion and j 
deviation of his tongue I am of o])inioii I 
that the trouble is of congenital origin. 
Closest attention was [mid by (iiiitcau 
to the evidence of this witness and his 
satisfaction was plainly indicated by 
expression of countenance. Witness, 
becoming weary, was allowed to ait 
down, but District Attornoy (Jorkhill 
insisted u[)on his standing up !is ho 
could not see or hear liini. Witiio.-,.-, 
stood up saying that it was a Uivial 
matter wliotlier Corkhill coiihl .sci! or 
hear liiiu. Guiteau was imnientoly 
amusedat this retort and with a chuckle 
said, he's a bad man for you Corkhill, 
-we've got some more of them witnesses. 
Ujion talking with prisoner found that 
he baaed his conclusions upon an insane 
and improbable assmmption, but grant 
ing his a.ssuiujitions to be truo his etni- 
clusioiia wore logical. 



DELAYED JSPATGHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Dec. 10. — A dispatch re 
coivod at the admiralty oflico from Ztm 
zibar state.s that the men of the Brit- 
ish iiian-of.war London, who were 
wounded in an attempt to capture a 
dhow (lying FrencJi colors, aud loaded 
with slaves, are progressing favor- 
ably. 

In tho divorce court to-day, a decree 
nisi jjrius was pronounced in tho suit 
brought by Alfred JlanJay, of Shipley 
llall, D(!rl)yshire, against his wife and 
the carl of Shrewsbury, as a co-respon- 
dent suit was not opposed. 

By a collision at Canoniihury on the 
North London railway to-day seven 
persons were killed and more than GO 
aeverely injured. A train crowded 
with passengers for the city had stop- 
ped at the tunnel at Canon.Hbury. The 
cause of tho collision is e.xplaiucxl to 
bo that tho signal man was unaware of 
that fact and (torwittod three other 
trains tQ follow with the result that alt 
pan^e into collision.

The 
cathedral was entirely draped in black 
and a catafalque erected which was 
surrounded with flowers and candles.

— Further inquiries 
as to tlic erigin of the (irn at Ring 
Theatre ostabli.sh the fact that tho peo- 
ple invested with the duties of liremen 
on the stage ran away frightened at the 
first blaze. ( )no oven tiiinl.'led head- 
long from the gallery to the stage floor, 
ami another, who had charge of the 
gas, thinking lliat an explosion had oc- 
curred or would occur, turned off the 
gas at the iiictor, plunging tho theatre 
into total darknes.s .uilil it becaino illu- 
minated with the blaze of tho conflagra- 
tion. The number of petroleum lamps 
placed in the theatre six months before 
by order of tho police had not been 
lighted on tlii.s occasion, and probably 
had never boon lighted after the first 
month of the order. There was a wire 
gauze curtain ready to bo let down in 
each case of emergency ami supposed 
to bo altendiHl by a special inochanic, 
well drilled in hia duties. Had this 
curtain been lowered it is probable 
eve ry person in tho thoatro would have 
escaped; but either the attendant could 
not find the key to the apparatus box 
or ho was also seized with a panic, for 
lu; ran and saved his own life at the 
expense of GOO or more lives for whom 
Vienna is mourning to-day. lien 
Foster, wdio built this death trap styled 
Ring Theatre, said that had this cur- 
tain been lowered the lire would not 
have extended boyound thu stage. 

Count Tcifer. President of the Aus- 
trian minisliy, and Revcra'i nrclidukcH, 
assisted tho suflerers at tho fire. In one 
[)a.ssago of tho theatre without an out- 
let forty persons lost their way, ond, 
being unable to return, were suffocat- 
ed. 

ICnirieror I'r'incis Joseph subscribed 
25,00() florins for the relief of tho suf- 
ferers. 

On arrival of the fire brigade it was 
found impossible to ponotrato beyond 
tho first tier of tho theatre, the rush of 

suflbcatiiig sinoko and air extinguish- 
ing the lamps and torches. Tho fire- 
men returned under tho impression 
that because their siiouts were not an- 
swered then; w tua; no people in the 
theatre. Tho.so who escaped on the 
first alarm, however, soon undeceived 
them. Another attempt was then 
made to ])enetratc the purls of tho 
theatre that were not actually blazing, 
in a narrow ])assage between the second 
and third galleries a mass of corpses 
was discovt'red, soini; so closely inter- 
locked it v.-as hardly possible to jiart 
tlioin. The first man discoyeretl was got 
out alive, but all tho rest were dead. 
These wore persons who lo.st their way 
in consequence of turning olT the gns, 
which it is now ascertained was done 
liy an irres[ionsiblo person with a view 
to prevent explosion. Some men were 
found grasping each other's throats. 
Subsequent investigation showed in 
some cases persons finding escape hope- 
less committed .suicide. It is stated by 
survivors that women were seen to 
throw tiieir children from the galleries 
into tho pit. At the time of tho out- 
break of tho flames the gallery espe- 
cially allotted to ladies wa.s full, and 
many are, missing.
